totaled  11,744.  Students  on  cam- 
pus in  1960-61  numbered  11,555 
while  the  figure  for  1961-62  was 
12,423.

The  14th  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  says  that  no 
state  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States; 
nor  shall  any  state  deprive  any  person  of  life,  liberty,  or 
property,  without  due  process  of  law ; nor  deny  to  any  per- 
son within  its  jurisdiction  the  pursuit  of  his  happiness. 

, In  May,  1954,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  in  the 
case  of  Brown  vs.  The  Board  of  Education  of  Topeka, 
handed  down  a decision  to  the  effect  that  the  long  existing 
“separate  but  equal”  schod^  accommodations  provided  for 
negroes  in  17  states  of  the  union  were  in  violation  of  the 
14tii  Amendment. 

Speaking  for  a unanimous  court.  Chief  Justice  Earl 
Warren  said,  “we  conclude  that  in  the  field  of  public  edu- 
cation the  doctrine  of  ‘separate  but  equal’  has  no  place. 
Separate  educational  facilities  are  inherently  unequal.” 

Any  student,  no  matter  his  race,  color  or  creed,  if  he 
is  a citizen,  may  under  the  14th  Amendment  pursue  his 
chosen  field  of  educational  endeavor  in  any  public  institu- 
tion within  the  territorial  boundaries  of  the  United  States. 

The  actions  of  the  past  few  days  by  Governor  Ross 
Barnett  of  Mississippi  are  not  only  in  direct  violation  and 
in  contempt  of  the  above  court  decisions,  but  are  also  in 
contempt  of  court  of  recent  decisions  handed  down  by  the 
U.  S.  Fifth  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  in  the  University  of 
Mississippi  case. 

Here,  a negro  student,  29  years  old,  married  and  an 
Air  Force  veteran,  has  “dared”  to  apply  for  admission  into 
a previously  all  “white”  public  institution  of  higher  educa- 
tion. He  has  been  persecuted  beyond  all  imagination  by 
University  officials,  state  officials,  and  the  Governor  of 
Mississippi,  for  trying  to  pursue  his  legal  goals  in  life  as  a 
citizen  of  the  U.  S.  - 

James  Meredith,  negro,  has  “successfully”  gone 
through  his  second  day  of  classes  at  “Old  Miss”  backed  by 
15,000  troops. 

Governor  Barnett  has  refused  to  allow  a more  normal 
entrance  of  Meredith  into  the  University,  and  only  by  sheer 


We  must  realize  that  the  situation  in  the  South  will 
probably  reconcile  itself  in  chronological  order.  But  in  the 
meantime,  tl^e  stcites  are  still  part  of  the  union  and  must 
adhere  to  federal  decisions,  and  constitutional  law,  and  stop 
embarrassing  the  nation. 

James  Meredith  has  as  much  legal  right  to  attend  the 
University  of  Mississippi  as  does  Governor  Ross  Barnett. 

University  of  Mississippi  is  a Land  Grant  College,  al- 
though it  is  state  supported.  The  national  government 
stepped  into  the  financial  picture  through  the  medium  of 
the  Morrill  Land  Grant  Act  of  1862.  This  act  provided  for 
the  donation  of  land  to  states  for  the  establishment  of  col- 
, leges  to  teach  among  other  subjects,  agriculture,  and 
mechanical  arts. 

The  acceptance  of  this  grant  places  a financial  I’es- 
ponsibility  on  a state  to  keep  its  institution  going.  The  act 
frankly  recognizes  the  principle  that  every  citizen  who 
wishes  it  is  entitled  to  receive  eduactional  aid  from  the 
government  under  the  Morrill  Act. 

This  then  also  places  Governor  Ross  Barnett  and  the 
University  officials  in  contempt  of  the  Morrill  Act.  - 

Is  it  not  time  that  our  state  officials  and  representa- 
tives began  counting  their  blessings  under  our  constitu- 
tional form  of  government. 

Is  it  not  also  time  that  the  students  of  all  the  univer- 
sities of  the  nation  understand  and  appreciate  their  oppor- 
tunity to  the  education  of  their  choice,  and  make  some- 
thing of  it. 

Although  the  Constitution  of  the  U.  S.  does  not  specify 
where  the  power  to  regulate  education  lies,  it  should  be 
evident  to  any  person  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  federal 
government  as  interpreted  through  the  Constitution  is 
supreme.

rennen  Returns  to  Show 
■|e  Didn't  Wont  to  Do 

(UPI) — Walter  Brennan,  stymied  in  attempts  to  quit 
IS-TV’s  “The  Real  McCoys,”  is  back  for  his  sixth  year  on  a 
ow  he  never  wanted  to  do  in  the  first  place. 

As  arm  flapping  “Grandpa  Amos  McCoy,”  Walter  is  one ' 
television’s  most  popular  stars.  Every  place  Walter  goes,  j 
's  recognized  by  autograph  seeking  fans.  I 

“I  didn’t  want  to  do  this  show,”  said  Walter,  a tliree  time 
xdemy  award  winner.  “I  didn’t  want  to  do  television  at  all, 
work  this  hard.  I had  been  in  pictures  and  thought  tele- 
don  was  too  confining. 

“But  now  I’m  glad  I did  it.  It’s  great  to  be  part  of  a 
successful  project.  I meet  so  many 
nice  people  and  it’s  good  to  get 
something  that  will  appeal  to  ev- 
erybody. That’s  what  we  have 
here.” 

Brennan  has  been  in  all  but 
two  of  198  “McCoy”  sho^ws  filmed  i 
jand  he  thought  this  season  would 
he  a good  time  to  leave.  Strong 
pressure  in  the  form  of  agents 
and  television  brass  convinced 
him  otherwise.  He’ll  appear  in  22 
of  this  season’s  39  segments. 

T made  up  my  mind  not  to 
do  any  more  and  boughj  a place 
50  miles  from  here,”  said  Walter, 
who  now  has  a king  size  com- 
muting problem. 

A lot  of  people  thought  it 
would  hurt  the  show  if  I left. 
And  it's  too  good  a thing  to  let 
die.  It  gives  people  something  to 
look  forward  to  and  if  you’re 
capable  of  taking  them  out  of 
their  ordinary  realm  you  should 
do  it.” 

As  the  show’s  senior  citizen, 
Brennan  is  also  its  watchdog  see- 
ing to  it  that  no  off  color  mater- 
ial gets  into  scripts. 

“There’s  nothing  risque  about 
the  show,”  he  said.  “I’ve  had 
guys  come  up  to  me  and  say 
they  can  watch  this  series  with 
their  wife  and  kids  and  not  be 
embarrassed  by  it.  And  that’s 
the  way  it  will  be  as  long  as  I 
have  anything  to  do  about  it.  I 
have  to  watch  it  with  my  wife, 
too.” 

Walter  is  also  guardian  of 
“Amos  McCoy.”  He  won’t  let  any 
script  writer  fool  with  the  old 
gentleman’s  image. 

“Amos  is  a good  character,”  he 
explained.  “I  tell  these  writers 
that  I know  more  about  him  than 
they  do.  Amos  can’t  read  or  write 
and  I don’t  think  you  could 
change  him.  I couldn’t  change 
Amos  and  I wouldn’t  let  any' 
body  else.” 

It  was  character  parts  like 
“Amos  McCoy”  that  earned  Bren- 
nan his  reputation  as  a first  rate 
actor  and  triple*  Oscar  winner. 

“I’ve  had  some  wonderful 
parts,  more  than  any  character 
actor  in  the  business,”  he  said. 
“I  don’t  say  I’m  better  but  I’ve 
had  the  opportunities.  If  a lot  of 
actors  had  these  parts  they  would 
have  won  those  awards.”

With  the  score  tied  at  7-7  in 
the  bottom  of  the  9th,  Wills  led 
off  for  the  Dodgers.  After  taking 
2 strikes  and  fouling  off  2 pitches, 
he  drew  a walk  off  Giant  pitcher 
Bab  Bolin.  That  set  the  stage  for 
his  flashing  feet. 

GIANT  MANAGER  A1  Dark 
brought  in  left-handed  pitcher 
Dick  LeMay  in  an  effort  to  keep 
Wills  close  to  1st.  It  didn’t  in  the 
least. 

With  the  crowd  shoulting  go- 
go-go  and  Wills  dancing  off  1st, 
LeMay  became  so  unsettled  that 
he  walked  Gilliam.  This  deprived 
Wills  of  his  102nd  stolen  base  but 
nevertheless  put  him  on  second, 
in  scoring  position. 

DARYL  SPENCER,  pinch-hit- 
ting for  Duke  Snider,  grounded 
out  but  Wills  went  to  third. 

With  Wills  on  third  and  Tommy 
Davis  batting  Dark  brought  on 
Mike  McCormick  to  walk  Davis. 

THIS  BROUGHT  up  bonus  ba- 
by Ron  Fairly  and  every  cent  of 
that  $80,000  was  paid  back.  He 
lofted  a fly  to  centerfield  and 
Wills  scooted  home  after  the 
catch.  Willie  Mays  made  a good 
effort  to  stop  him  but  his  throw 
was  a little  wide. 

The  entire  game  was  a long, 
wild  effort.  The  Dodgers  had  to 
come  up  off  the  floor  twice  be- 
fore scoring  their  victory.  They 
were  down  5-0  in  the  6th  before 
they  broke  a 35  scoreless  inning 
drought.  They  really  broke  it  big 
though,  with  7 runs  in  their  half ' 
of  the  7th. 


THE  GIANTS  came  back  and 
tied  it  up  7-7  in  the  8th  and  Dod- 
gier stadium  became  very  (piiol. 
However  it  was  merely  a lull  b('-  . 
fore  the  storm.  Wills  led  off  in 
the  Dodger’s  9th  and  the  rest 
history. 

The  game  set  at  least  2 records. 
It  lasted  a total  of  4 hours  18 
minutes,  eclipsing  the  old  mark ! 
by  16  minutes.  The  8 pitchers 
that  the  ^Giants  used  is  a record , 
also.  A total  of  13  pitchers  were 
used  by  the  2 clubs. 

THE  STAGE  is  now  set  for  to- 
day’s deciding  game  in  Los  An- 
geles, and  it  should  be  a thriller. 
Only  25,321  fans  assembled  to  see 
this  one,  but  there  will  undoubt- 
edly be  a packed  house  for  the 
game  today. 

There  are  only  two  possible 
choices  for  today’s  game  for  eith-  j 
er  club  as  to  their  pitchers.  Those 
are  the  Dodgers  ace  southpaw 
Johnny  Podres  and  the  Giants 
Huan  Marichal.  Most  of  the  re- 
mainder of  the  staff  of  both  clubs 
are  tired  from  a grueling  pen- 
nant drive  and  now  from  this 
playoff. 

Either  club  will  have  a tough 
time  against  the  Yankees  as  the 
Series  starts  immediately  follow- 
ing this  playoff.  It  will  be  either 
one  of  two  tired  clubs  against  a 
well-rested  arid  perhaps  a hungry 
Yankee  club.

Six  scholarships  worth  a total 
of  $5,500  are  now  available  to 
BYU  undergraduates. 

THOSE  INTERESTED  in  or 
majoring  in  finance  and  banking, 
agriculture,  insurance  adminis- 
tration, humanities,  communica- 
tions and  political  science  or  gov- 
ernment should  contact  Dale  L. 
Nelson,  director  of  Undergradu- 
ate Scholarships,  B-188  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg.,  for  applica- 
tions. 

The  Edwin  Smith  Hinckley 
Scholarship,  amounting  to  $750  a 
year,  is  designated  for  upper- 
classmen studying  communica- 
tions, political  science  or  govern- 
ment, or  humanities  in  general, 
according  to  Mr.  Nelson. 

Leadership  in  civic  and  church 
activities,  proficiency  in  study 
and  high  achievement  are  stipu- 
lated. “Other  things  being  equal, 
preference  shall  be  given  to  a stu- 
dent who  may  be  in  need  of  fin- 
ancial aid  to  further  his  education 
at  the  University,”  states  the 
Hinckley  bulletin. 

THE  KEMPER  Scholarship  is 
renewable  each  year.  For  a fresh- 
man, it  amounts  to  $3,000  over  a 
four  year  period,  plus  a possible 
graduate  year  at  a school  of  his 
choice,  stated  Mr.  Nelson.  For  the 
first  year,  the  scholarship  com- 
mittee has  announced  it  will  con- 
sider a candidate  in  his  freshman, 
sophomore  or  junior  year. 

During  vacations  and  after 
graduation  a Kemper  scholar  is 
assisted  in  finding  work  with 
mutual  insurance  company  or  in- 
spection bureau. 

Applicants  will  be  selected  on 
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the  basis  of  academic  accomplish- 
ment, elements  of  character  and 
leadership,  and  interest  in  insur- 
ance administration  as  a career. 
It  is  stipulated  that  the  student 
be  a major  in  one  of  the  humani- 
ties areas. 

THE  FIRST  SECURITY  Foun- 
dation is  providing  two  scholar- 
ships to  candidates  enrolled  in 
business  and  finance  and  one  to 
an  agricultural  student,  Mr.  Nel- 
son said.  These  are  to  be  granted 
to  men  students  residing  in  the 
Intermountain  area.
